Conſtantinople more than in other Places, 
I ſhall here (et down in few Words What 
1 have ſeen. 

As ſoon as the Night! is come, the Se⸗ 
raglio, for a Signal to the Beginning of 
the Feaſt, makes ſeveral Diſcharges of the 
Cannon and Small- ſhot, which tne Caſtle 
ſeated on the Black S-a, Scutaret, the 
Tower of, Leander, Cophava, the Ar- 
ſenal, the Cuſtom- Houſe, and all the 
Veſſels that are in Port, do all the Night 
ſucceſſively anſwer. 

All the Side of the Sea is Illumi- 
nated with Large Beacons, and they 
burn Pitch, which caſts a great Light 
to thoſe that run all the Night upon the 
Key Singing, Dancing, Smoaking, and 
Drinking. There are Scaffolds upon the 
Banks of the Sea Adorn'd with Feſtons of 
Greens mix'd with Leaf Gold, Lighted 
with Lamps, Furniſh'd with Tapeſtry, 
and Cuſhions for thoſe to (it on that 
come to theſe Diverſions, and ſee the U- 
luminations upon the Water...

The Court proceeded ſo flowly, and 
reſted ſo often, that they arriv'd not at 
T/acchi on the fide of the Daxube till 
the 6th of June; as ſoon as the Vizier 
was arrivd, the Palatine: renew'd his 


Sollicitations. The Anſwer he received 
was 
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Kilaja, and Mauro Cardato, to be ob- 
lie'd to follow the Grand Vizier into 
Okrania till the News of the Evacua- 
tion was arriv'd. He was told that he 
ought, and muſt reſolve to do it, o- 
therwiſe the Port wou'd not longer 
furniſh him with his Subſiſtence; and 
that there came an Order from the 
Grand Seignior himſelf to oblige him 
by Force to follow him. | 

There was no need of a Second 
Threat to that Covetous Palatine, to 
make him condeſcend to all that they 
demanded. + He did not underſtand the 
Subtilty of thaſe Officers, who did it 
more to frighten him, than to oblige 
him the more quickly to haſten his Depar- 
ture. The Vizier being ſet out, and 
he not able to follow him, this was 
the way to refuſe him the reſt of his De- 
mands. 

Not but that the Vizier wou'd bare 
been very well pleas d that the Ambaſ- 
ſador ſhou'd have follow'd him, as 
much to give Jealouſie to the Moſco- 
vites,” and of Suſpicion of ſome Alliance 
with Poland, as to hinder what that 
Crown might Contract with the Enemies 
of the Sultan.

The Palatine flattering himfel: that it was 
his Due, and not hearing any thing 
of it, he ſent his Nephew to the Xa 
to demand it. The Kzlaja an{wer'd, That 
as it was a private Audience, and with- 
aut Ceremony, it ſhou'd not paſs fot 
that of his Leave, in which only the 
Horſe is given. The Palatine went 
with his Ordinary Equipage, which 
purpoſely appear'd in a. very bad Or- 
der, to the Pavillion of the Grand Vi- 
Zier; he was immediately Conducted into 
the Apartment of the Kilaja, in which 
he found Mauro Cordato, who freſhly 
perſwaded him to follow the Camp. It 
was in vain, and the Interpreter having 
told the Kilaja, that was retir'd into 
another Pavillion, to give Notice to 
his Maſter, they Conducted him inte 
the Tent of that Firſt Miniſter, where 
he ſtaid ſome time for his com- 
ing.

for all the Sollicitations of Mauro Cordes 
to, who deſired it for his Eldeſt Son; went 
to ſeek him the Fifteenth with hopes of 
having his firſt Audience, which he 
con'd not obtain till the Twenty-four 
Days Journey from the Danube 3 he was 
received in a little Pavillion uport a Sofa 
or Seat rais d on Four Steps; he had gi- 
ven him a Tabret, and his Attendants 
ſtood beneath. The Vizier Demanded 
News of the Courier that was to bring 
the Anſwer from Poland, and afterwards 
recommended Fidelity to him, and to 
have no Intelligence with the Enemies 
of the Port. 

The Reſident anſwer d, that he ſhou'd 
exactly follow the Example of the Am- 
baſſador with the ſame Sincerity he had 
obſerved ; as for the Courier, he believd 
that his Stay was caus d by the Ceremony 
of the Nuptials of the Queen's Siſter, and 
as ſoon as he-arriv'd, he thou'd not fail to 
Communicate to his Excellency the An-

be guarded at diſtance. af 

He had appointed him for his Daily 
Subſiſtence Twent- four Pound of 


Meat, Forty Penny Loafs, Six Pound 


of Butter, Ten Buſhels of Barley, a 
Load of Hay, which was more than he 
con'd conſume; and they granted him 
an Order for Wines ; the Secret Com- 
merce of which by a faithful Perſon fur- 
niſh'd him with the reſt of his Expence. 

This favourable Uſage laſted bat a lit- 


_ tle while. The Delay of the Poles to Eva- 


cuate the Places under preterce of 


the Harveſt, tho' it was effectually no- 
thing but to ſee the Succeſs of the Cam- 


paign of Moſcovy, made him ſuſpected 


by the Txrks, who ſtraiten'd a little more 


their Reſident, ,and began not to furniſh

get it from, This made him ſcveral

par d a great Repaſt for the Tartars, ac- 
cording to their Cuſtom, where they con- 
ſum'd Ten Oxen, Two Hundred Calves, 
and Three Handred Sheep. After Din-

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ner there was held a Council of War,

The approach of the Cittadel of 
Czeerim, itrong by its Situation on a 
Rock, cut ſteep. Thirty Foot below 
the Walls, Sixty Foot High and Fifteen 
Broad, was defended: by a grand Inclo- 
fure of the Walls of the City, Built 
with Trees doubly rang'd, fill'd with 
Flints and Earth Th ſeveral Baſtions, 
Half- moons, and Hornworks; the 
outſide, being full of Horſe and 
Foot, and a great River, by Three 
Places with a Moat full of Mud, very 
long and very deep. 

The Grand, Vizier Divided his Army 
into four Quarters, his was the Firſt, 
ir the Intrenchment they had left, with 
the Beigleberg of . the Janni- 
zar Aga, the Kilaya Beig, Twenty Com- 
panies of Janizaries, and Ten Banners 
for a Forlorn Hope. 

That of Hamet Baſſa, Ancient Tef 
terdar was the Second, with the Bei-

ſtangi  Bachi, and Ten Banners for a 
Forlorn Hope. 
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Nor Aſſan Baſſa of Siliſtria, Com- 


manded the Third Quarter with ſome 
ſingle Baſſas, Fifteen Companies of Ja- 


nizaries, under the Command of Zim- 


berechi, and Ten Banners for a For- 
lorn Hope. 

The Fourth was that of Hamet Baſ- 
ſa of Grtaja, Accompanied with him 
of Nicopolis, of Zayargi Bachi, with 
Fifteen Companies of Janizaries, Ten 
Banners for a Forlorn Hope, and all 
the Timars of the Sea. 

On the 19th or 2eth at Night, they 
fall d Two Batteries of Eighteen large 
Cannon, from whence they began to bat- 
ter the Town, and make great Firing, 
after a Sacrifice at break of Day. 

The Beſieg d vigotouſly anſwer'd, 
and they began their Sallies, which 
they continued twice a Day during the 
whole Siege; often beating em out of 
their Trenches. 

On the 21 the Grand Vizier being 
inform'd that Ramadonoski, General of 
the Moſcovitet, had paſs d with his Ar-

Theſe Troops having paſs d the River 
Tachemine ſince Night; got by break 
of Day in ſight of the Mokouiter 
They began ſeveral warm Skirmiſhes 
to dra 2 Chriſtians out of their 
Trenches, which continued Seventeen 
Days, without being able to drive em 
from them. Their Deſign was to a- 
mule the Turks. 

The Winter that approach d, for it 
ſoon begins in thoſe Parts, the dear- 
neſs of Victuals, the little effect of 
their Mines, by reaſon that the Ground 
was Gravelled, and the Breaches being 
continually Repair d by Carriages fill d

ing diſſwaded by Caplar Baſſa and the 
Tetterdar, he refoly'd to attack the

weakeſt ſide. 

They Built Three Bridges unde the 
Conduct of Kior Aſſan Baſſa, and the 
Beigs of Valachia, and Moldavia, the 
Myſcouites not making any Motion to 
hinder em, only at the Paſſage of 
Caplan Baſſa, who went to Poſt him- 
ſelf between the Caſtle and their-Camp, 
with a Detachment of his own Troops, 
and thoſe of Kior Aſſan, the Beigs of 
Walachia, and Moldovia, Four Thou- 
fand for a Forlorn Hope, and ſome 
Spahis. - Caplan having conſider d that 
he cou'd not attack the Chriſtians, who 
were Supzrior in Number to his, ſent 
for Succours to the Grand Vizier. As

he did not haſtily ſend em him, cauſe 


he was very glad of a pretence to ruin 
him, Caplan could not Enterprize any 


thing for fear of being cut off. Never- 


theleſs, he was forced to Engage. On 
the Twelfth the Moſcovites made a Sal- 
ley, in which they was repuls'd with 
the Loſs of Two Pieces of Cannon, 
The ſhame of that Repulſe made em 
reſolve for Battle, which they the next 
Day gave em ſo Vigorouſly that the 
Turks were routed. The fear they had, 
made 'em abandon their Arms and 
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3 And the Three Bridges not 
being able to contain thoſe runaways, 
they threw themſelves headlong into the 
Moraſtr, without the Remonſtrances 
and Prayers of Caplan, who remain'd 
only with Four or Five of his Men 
at the Head of the e being 
able to ſtop em. 

This Genera! ſeeing the Diſorder, 
orderid the Bridges to be Burnt, fear- 
ing the Moſcovites wou d make uſe of 
em to fall upon their whole Army, 
who were in ſuch a Conſternation, that 
none ſlept for Three Days and Nights. 
They believ d every Moment, that the 
Chriſtians were advancing upon 'em; 
but NRomaclinochi contented himſelf with 
throwing a conliderable Succour into 
the Place, and ee e ere in the 
Camp: of Caplan.

At laſt, the Vizier ſeeing that he muſt 
Conquer or Retire, reſolv'd to make 


a laſt Effort. He prepar d Three Mines 


at an equal Diſtance from one another, 
and ſet Fire to em on the 14th, at 
Four a Clock in the Afternoon. They 
had ſuch Succeſs, that they made a 
Breach wide enough for Four Carri- 
ages to ſtand in a Rank. At the ſame 
time they mounted to the Aſſault with- 
out any Reſiſtance. * The greateſt Part 
of the Beſieg d retir d through the 
Gate of the Bridg to the Camp of 
the Moſcovites, who made no Motion 
to hinder the Twrks rendring themſelves 
Maſters of the Place, which they en- 
ter'd with Fury, putting to the Sword, 
without reſpect to Youth or Age, all 
they met on the ſide of the Breach. 
Theſe wretches not having time to 
get to the Bridge that was ſo far from

Then was ſeen following Twenty 
Five Led Horſes accoutred, and cover d 
like thoſe of the Viziers; they were 


only diſtinguiſn'd by the richneſs of 


their Harneſs, and the Quality of their 
Conducters, who were Chaoux. 

The Venerie and Faulconrie, having 
alſo that Ceremony. The Dogs diſtin- 


guiſh'd by their Services or their Good- 


neſs, and ſmall particular Tigres that 


they us'd for Buck-hunting, had Bro- 


caded Houſins, and were conducted hy 
Janizaries. Thoſe Tigres were on the 


Cru- 
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3 of their Keepers Horſes, with 
ſo much eaſe and quiet which is the 
more extraordinary, by reaſon thoſe 


Beaſts are naturally fierce and unquiet. 
Several Falconers carried on their Fiſts 


the fineſt Birds for all manner of 
Flig hts. 
This hunting Equipage denoted the 


-coming of his. Highnels, who was arm'd 
with a Coat of Mail, adorn'd with 


Buckles and Roſes of Stones, and 
large Pearl, and mounted on a 


Horſe fingular for his Beauty, and 
'the magnificence . of his Harneſs, ſhi- 


ning with Stones. That Prince was 


follow'd by his Selicter or Sword-hbear- 
25 his Tehekador or Cloak bearer, and 


a great Number of Pages. The firſt 


bore the Sabre and Battle Ax on bis 
Shoulder, and the other the Bow 


and Quiver ſet with Rubies and Dia- 


The Muſick more. Warlike than 


Charming, was at the Head of the 


Pages, Equipt, Arm'd, and Mounted like 


- the Viziers, only, excepting ſome Stones, 
and a Plume of Feathers on their Tur- 
bants. A Litter _adorn'd with Gold 


Brocard, and red Cloth, and drawn 
-& Four Mules cover d with a 2 
| Stu 
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Stuff preceeded the Treaſour, the March 
whereof finiſh'd the Cavalcade, it was 
drawn by Camels, in Boxes cover d 
with red Houſins, and Guarded by a 
great Number of Cavalry and Infan- 
try. * 

All this ſine train having taken up 
near a half Day to defile, went to 
encamp in the Plain of Keri Ghꝶri, 

Two Hours Journey from the City of 
e near the Seraglio Daoud 

d. | 
The Day after this Sally, there was 

an Impetuous Hurricane of Wind, ac- | 

companied with Rain and Hail, -that 4 

overturn'd the Tents of the Grand 

Seignior, the Grand Vizier, and the 

Mufti. Five Days after, as they were 

encamp'd to ſhelter themſelves at the 

Foot of a Hill on the Sea ſide, there 

follow'd': that Night ſo rapid a Flood 

that it put the whole Camp under 

Water, and ſwallow'd many Pavillions 

and Men in the Sea. The Superſtiti- 

ous from thence drew a bad Au- 
gury of the Enterprize they had in 

Hand. F 

As the form of the Turkiſh Camp 
is very fine, I think it not improper to 
M 2 make 
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-make-a deſcription of it. It is made 
in the fotm of a Croſs, divided into 


four equal Streets that run through it, 
and end at the Quarters of the Grand 
Seignior, placed in the middle, and 
elevated on a little riſing Ground, 
from whence he diſcovers all the 
happens about him, ſo that the Four 
Maſſes of Tents that go round that 


imperial Habitation ſeem as many Pa- 


villons, that accompany the great Body 
0 a Building. 

"While they ſtay, the Janizaries al- 
ek take up the moſt advanc'd Poſts. 


They encamp'd ſeperately from the 


Army, and their Pavillions planted 
round, ſhut-in the Tents of their Ge- 


nefal and their Officers, and when they 


-are in Motion, they precced the Army 


by a Days March. They take up the 


Poſts they had left, and follow the 
lines — and mark d by the Janizar 
Aga, who Act in the Poſt of General 


Marſhal of the Camp. 


The Horſe always encamp in Two 
Lines on the Right and Left, and 
form Two Wings to Guard Body of 


the Army. 


The 
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The Tents, Pavilions, and Barraques 
of the Tradeſmen, Artiſts, and Sutlers, 
following the Army, are alſo diſpos d 
in Two Lines at the entrance of the 
Camp, to which they ſerve for ave- 
nues, and are diſtinguiſh'd by ſmall 
Banners to prevent Confuſion. 
The magnificence of the Tents of 
the Grand Seignior is extraordinary, 
and of an Immenſe Coſt, and the Form 
of em very curious. They are in a. 
great ſqare incloſure, and ſhut in with 
Walls of courſe Cotton painted Green 
and Red, and Chequer d, Six Foot 
high and half a League round, having 
at the end of each Angle, a little Cen- 
try Box of Wood, cover'd with red 
Cloth, and the infide adornd with 
. Crimſon Velvet. 
Above the principal entrance of that 
Incloſure, mark'd by the Horſe Tail 
Standard, there is a Fifth Cabinet 
like the others, in which his High- 
neſs ſometimes repoſes to take the Di- 
verſion of the Zagaye, which is per- 
torm'd by Pages a Foot or a Horſ?- 
back, and to ſee the Heads of the un- 
happy Victimes, of the Hate of the 
Grand Vizier and Caprice of the Mi- 
litia, which are expos'd in a great 
M-3 Pavi- 
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Pavilion very high rais'd, and pitch'd 
facing that Entrance, where the Offi 
cers of the Spahis and e keep 
Guard in the Day time. 

* ee of the Grand Seig- 
nior, is Thirty Paces diſtant from that 
Entrance. It conſiſts of Three great 
Parts. The firſt is a round Pavilion 
Forty Foot about, which ſerves for 
an entrance to a long flat Tent, ſup- 
ported by Twelve Pillars, Six of each 
fide, which form a Hall Twenty Foot 
Jong or Fifteen broad, that open a 
Paſſage to the Room of Audience, 
where is held the Counſel of War, 
and the common Divan of Juſtice, this 
Tent is Thirty Foot long, and Ten 
wide. 

The inſide of that Martial Palace, 
is adorn'id with Velvet, Brocade, 
Gold and Satin mix'd, cut into Porticos 
adorn'd with Cypreſs and flower Pots, 
prov d with Gold and Silver, of the 

top whereof there are Ornaments of the 


ſame Cutting, ſilld with Perſſan Ver- 


ſes, and Paſſages of the Alcoran ; the 
Floor or rather the Errth _ of thoſe 
Appartments, tho Rowl'd and Gravel 'd, 
is coverd by Carpets of Cloth, and 
Crimſon Velyet Imbroidered. |

Turks with Hungary. 
The covering of the Tents is of 
red and Green Cloth, cut in Scollops, 
and put on a ourſe Wax d ſtuff, which 
is between Two to keep it from the 
Rain, and all the points of the Pil- 
lars are cover'd with Gilded Balls 
which give a very fine Proſpect. 
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Theſe Two firſt Pavilions, are ap- 


pointed by Day for the reception of 
the Courtters, and at Night they ſerve 
for a Retreat to all the Officers of 
the Guard therein. ; 
The Throne is plac'd in the mid- 
dle of the Third Pavilion againſt the 
Pillar, Tis a little Sofa rais'd by Two 
Steps, with a Matreſs, and cover'd with 
a rich Carpet, with Three Imbroider d 
Cuſhions, that make a ſort of Chair 
of State, where the Sultan fits by 
Day. The hind Part of the Throne 
is ſhut in by a great Curtain of the 
ſame ſtaff as the Cuſhions. * It goes 
thro' the Tent, and ſerves, for a 


Wardrobe where the Ictolegans of the 


Guard retire. 

On the other ſide thoſe great Pavi- 
lions, is ſeen another ſmall round 
one, made of Indian Canes, in manner 
of a Grate, that they call Oha, which 


has no other Light but what comes 
M 4 from 
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from a Lettice on the top, of the 
ſame Canes, which they ſhut by Night. 
it is made in the Imitation of the 
ancient Turkmans. The top is cover'd 
with a Venetian Cloth very thick, and 
and the Inſide furniſh'd with Tapſtry 
of Crimſon Damask ſring d with Gold, 
there are alſo the - coverings . of his 
Highneſſes Bed, which are ſet up in an 
| Alcuve, raisd Two Foot high, this 
Pavilion has always two others by it, 
one for Devotion, and the other for 
the Bath. The Imperial appartment 
is ſeperated - from the other Pavi- 
lion which are in the Grand encloſure, 
by a particular Partition, Two Foot 
or thereabouts high. | 

The City of Adrinople being choſe 
by the Grand Seignior for bis Win- 
ter Quarters, he ſtay'd there, paſling 
the Rigaur of that Szaſon with his 
common» Divertiſement of - Hunting, 
while they put an end to their Pre- 
parations for the Campaign, which 
was early open'd by a Sally from that 
City, as Magnificent as that of Conſtan- 
tinople. | 

The Grrnd Seignior being departed 
from Adriangple the 15th of April 
1683. took US Way for. Belgrade, 
where 
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where he ſtaid Five Days for ſome re-. 
freſhment to the Troops that fol- 
low'd him, and to wait tor thoſe that 
were not yet arriy'd at the Gener 
Rende vous. From thence he went to 
Pont d' Eſeck, where he was to join 
the Camp of the Tartars, and Prince 
Tekely, and make a general Review of 
em, before they enter d the Enemies 
Country. As rg hs 
The Janizar Aga, General Marſhal of 
Camp, had choſe for that purpoſe. the 
moſt convenient Place on this fide the 
Bridge, in a great Meadow on the 
Banks of the River, that cover d it A 
on one fide, and on the other he = 
ſecur'd the Head and Foot of it, by a | 
Line of Circumyallation, and by a 15 
deep Moat with Two Bridges. 
The Day that his Highneſs -arriv'd, 
that General went before him to a 
Place on the other fide, all the way 
was lin'd with Janizaries in their Camp 
Drefſes, who extended in Lanes, from | 
the place of meeting to the very Camp. 9 
That Officer was accompanied with a 9 
Hundred light Horſe, that are his Scouts, 
and Eight Hundred Janizaries, dreſs d 
in Tigres Skins lin d with Crimſon Taf- 
2 fatee, 
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fate, and Arm'd with half Pikes of 
Idian Canes, with the Iron Gilded. 
They were 1 in Platoons o 
Twenty who joining as the 
Standards pals'd * em reach d to the yery 


The Safari ow biit Two 995 in 
that Place. employ d em to make 
the Troops ende to the other end 
of the Bridge, and the Ceremony of 
the nomination of the Grand Vizier 
for Generaliſſimo. That Day the Ja- 
nizaries being under their Fo by 
the rifing of the Sun, and rang'd in Lanes 
from the Tents of the Grand Vizier, to 
that of the Grand Seignior, that Miniſter 
accompanied with his Train of State 
at Eight a Clock came to his Highneſs, 
who had call'd about him the Cadile- 
ert, the K aimakam, and all the Baſſas 
of the Army, the more to Honour him 
he had choſe for their Generaliſſimo, 
and filently to command their Obedi- 
| ence, which before. they were not 
4 oblig d to render him. 

I After the Grand Vizier had kiſs d 
the Sleeves of the Imperial Veſt, and 
made his profound accuſtomed Kneel- 
ings; bis Highneſs order d him to be 
drefsd in a Robe of Gold 8 
| wit 
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with hanging Sleeves lind with Sable, 
and honourd with Two Plums on 
his Turban, for a Mark of his Sove- 
reign Authority, then commanded his 
Selicter to gird him with a Sabre and 
Quiver ſet with Diamonds, he gave 
him likewiſe the Harneſs of a Horſe, 
and granted Six of his Footmen in 
his own Livery for his ordinary re- 
tinue during the Campaign, deſiring 
him to fight generouſly for the Mabo- 
metan Faith and the Standard of the 
Prophet, that he put into his Hands 
for the Extirpation of Infidels, and 
the Increaſe of Muſlemen; to which 
having made no other Anſwer, but 
by © Demonſtrations of an affected 
Humility, and low bowing of his 
Head, the mare to mark his Depen- 
dence and Submiffion to . the Orders of 
his Emperour, he retir'd to his Tent, - 
accompanied with all thoſe who had 
been witneſs of his little Triumph. 
All but the Mufty, who only accom- 
panied him with his Prayers, Conducting 
him to Quarters where he paſsd the 
reſt of the Day in receiving the 
Compliments of all the Officers, who 
came in Crowds to render him their Du- 
ties and receive his Orders. 


As 
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As ſoon as the Army paſsd the 
Bridge, he made a General Review, 
after which the Grand Seignior re- 
turn'd to Belgrade, while the Grand 
Vizier paid the whole Army. From 
that time they began to be diſpleas d 
with that Miniſter who did not Mu- 
ſter em, thinking to make advantage 
of thoſe of the Soldiers that might 
be killd during the Campaign. In 
place, ſaid they, of rewarding em ac- 
cording to the example of the Empe- 
ror Solyman, who on the like occaſion

Fr was in that place that Count 
Tekely, with near Three Hundred Gen- 
tlemen, came to pay his Reſpects to 
- that Generaliſſimo, who ſent a Baſſa to 
receive him, accompanied with ſeveral 
Officers, and Two Companies of Horſe 
and Foot. . They Conducted him to 
the Tents that were prepared for him, 
where 
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where he was entertaind at the Ex- 
pence of that Miniſter, who' gave him 
no Audience of Ceremony, but was 
not wanting in making him rich Preſents 
of Veſts of Gold Brocade lin'd with 
Sable, and a Sabre, a Mace richly ſet 
with Diamonds, and a very fine Horſe 
richly accoutred. 


The Count nominated by the Turks 


King of Hungary, ſtaid ſome time with 
the Vizier, who gave him ſeveral ſe- 
cret Audiences to confer oti the means 
to bring their Defigns about, and 
wou'd not part with him, till he had 
in a review ſeen the Condition of 
the Army, and order'd him to advance 
his Troops towards Newhaxſel to 
poſe the Germans that March'd on that 
_ fide, aſſuring him what Conqueſts he 
ſhould make on the King of Vienna, 
(for ſo the Tirks call the Emperor) 
ſhou'd be annex d to the Dominion of 
Hungary 6 
The Day following the Otto Adiily 


decamp'd, and the Grand Vizier ſent 


the Count Capzara to Buda, while" he 
ſteer'd his Courſe for Vienna, fearing 


he might find means of lending his 
Maſter notice of all the Motions of 


the Turks 5 but he did not ſee that it 
was 
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was more dangerous to ſend him from the 
Camp, than to retain him and keep 
an Eye over him. 

/ The Cham of Tartary came alſo to 
join the Grand Vizier in that Place, 
encamping Iwo or Three Leagues 
diſtant, to give him time to receive 
him with the accuſtomed Ceremonies, 


which this Generaliſhmo increas d: 


Becauſe ſoreſeeing the occaſion he ſhou d 
have of him, he wou'd engage him 
by an extraordinary Reception. He 
ſent to meet him on the half way 
ſeveral Baſſa's with their Troops, who 


as ſoon as he appear'd, put em in 


Order of Battle, and made A balt to wait 
for him. 

Aſter feveral Complements that gave 
time to the Trains of the Baſſas to 
defile, the Two Principals having plac'd 
the. Prince between 'em, accompanied 
him to the Grand Vizier who receiv'd 
him at the entrance of his Tent, help- 
ing him to alight from his Horſe, 
and having taken him under his Arm 
which is a Mark of Submiffion, con- 
ducted him to the Pavillion of Audi- 
ence, where he met throughout the 
Whole place extraordinary Honour, 
| more 
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more than what had been us d on 
any other occaſion to that very ſame 
Prince. 1 

While they prepa rd a magnificent 
Repa ſt, the Cham and the Vizier chief- 
f 3 d themſelves on the po- 
ſture of Affairs, and the moſt eaſie 
and ſure means to, bring their De- 
ſigns about. At their riſing from Ta- 
ble, the Vizier order d à veſt of Sable, 
and a Quiver ſet with Stones to be 
brought, which he preſented that Prince 
2 from the Emperor his Maſter. 
He likewiſe order d a Number of veſis 
to be diſtributed among the principal 
Officers of his Train, and order d 
there ſhou d be a great Number de- 
liver'd to his Treaſurer, to Complement 
thoſe Officers that were abſent with, 
as the Cham ſhou'd think, proper to 
beſtow em. 

Aﬀter the Tartar had put on the 
Velt, the Sabre, and the Quiver, the 
Grand Vizier reconducted him to the 
ſame Place where he had received 
him, and left him not till he was 
Mounted on a Horſe out of his Stables, 
which was not the leaſt Part for 
the Preſent: for the Beauty and Rich- 
neſs. of Harneſs. - Thoſe Bafla's that 
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to his Camp. | 
The firſt Enterprize of the Ota 

Arms, was againſt the Fortreſs of Raab. 

The Imperaliſts who were on the other
